SPOKANE, Wash. (iP)—North¬ 
west Airlines said today one of its 
transport ships carrying mall, a 
pilot and co-pilot out of St. Paul 
had not reported since 3:19 a. m. 
At that time it was near Elk 
River, Idaho, several miles off its 
course. 

Roy Roos, traffic manager, said 
Pilot Joe Livermore reported he 
was flying north-northwest at the 
time. That was in the general di¬ 
rection of Spokane, over heavily 
wooded and mountainous country. 
A. A. Haid, Roos said, was co¬ 
pilot. There were no passengers, 
he said, as the ship was on a spe¬ 
cial schedule, carrying mail. 

Search Widened 

In Utah, planes and ground 
crews searching f or an airliner 
with seven passengers which dis¬ 
appeared en route from Los An¬ 
geles to Salt Lake City Tuesday, 
widened their search to include 
several hundred miles of territory. 
No trace has been found of the 
ship. 

A. R. Mensing, Spokane division 
chief dispatcher, said he “felt 
sure” the mail plane had been 
forced down northeast of Elk 
River and the pilots had been, un¬ 
able to reach a telephone to re¬ 
port. 

Shortly after 2 a. m., Mensing 
said, Livermore reported he was 
flying over an unidentified town. 
He circled the town for more than 
an hour, he reported, until it was 
definitely established he was over 
Elk River. 

Radio Beam Lost 

At 3:02 a. m. Livermore was 
advised to fly 80 miles west to 
strike a radio directional beam 
v/hich marks the lighted course 
over which northwest planes reg¬ 
ularly fly.

PITTSBURGH. (A>) - D i s t r i c t 
Attorney Andrew T. Park said to¬ 
day gray-haired Martin Sullivan, 
veteran patrolman of suburban 
Duquesne, confessed killing five 
persons—three of them women— 
for “revenge.” 

Park said the 6.5-year-old officer 
told him of stalking from house 
to house, through dark yards and 
streets, firing shots from his serv¬ 
ice pistol at one-time friends and 
neighbors. 

The district attorney said "it 
was simply a question of revenge” 
after Sullivan had been charged 
with mistreating a 12-year-old girl 
and ordered held for trial. 

Dead Listed 

“Never at any time did he deny 
any of the killings,” Park said. 

"The man claimed he was being 
<’ramed and felt that people were 
persecuting him. So he decided to 
square accounts.” 

Those killed last night were: 

Mrs. Laura Bacon, 53-year-old 
social worker. 

Mrs. Mary Vukelja, 49, mother 
of the 12-year-old girl. 

Milan Vukelja, 19, her son. 

.lo.seph Benda, 53. 

Mrs. Helen Benda, 45. 

Park continued: 

“He wanted revenge on Mrs. 
Vukelja for pro.secuting him on 
charges he claimed were false. 

Started for ,Iail 

“He claimed that Mrs. Benda 
had told Mrs. Vukelja of relations 
between him and the little girl. 
Sullivan claims thc.se stories are 
untrue. So he was angry at Mrs. 
Benda. 

“The parents of the little girl 
had con.sulte<l with Mis. Bacon, 
the social worker, and had taken 
her advice about what action 
should be taken against Sullivan. 
For that reason he was angry 
at Mrs. Bacon.”

WASHINGTON. i/P) — Rattle- 
ships, airplanes and auxiliary ves¬ 
sels will be the focal points of 
naval construction activity in 1937 
if plans of the navy high com¬ 
mand are put into effect by con¬ 
gress. 

These th’ee categories are 
urgently needed, officers said to¬ 
day, to fill fleet requirements in 
the light of expected action by 
other sea powers when the naval 
limitation treaties expire this 
month to bring authorized ex¬ 
pansion of the navy to full treaty 
strength by 1942. 

The remainder of this program, 
embracing the building of 82 new 
combat ships airc aft ca'-riers, 
cruisers, destroji >< and .subma¬ 
rines—already is well on the way 
toward accomplishment. 

Huge Appropriation 

General uncertainty created by 
the approaching termination of 
the Washington and London pacts, 
w'hich for 15 years have limited 
the size of the world’s fighting 
fleets, has led to expectations that 
the navy will seek an appropria¬ 
tion for the coming fiscal year 
equal, at least, to the $528,000,000 
voted it by the last congress. 

The administration obtained 
congressional authorization this 
year for the President to order 
construction of two new battle¬ 
ships if, in his judgment, the 
building activity or plans of any 
other naval power justified. 

Confident that the “go ahead” 
order will be forthcoming shortly 
from President Roosevelt, in view 
of Britain’s announced intention 
to add two new capital ships as 
soon as possible, the navy depart¬ 
ment is ready with plans and 
specifications for two modern 
men-o’-war. 

$50,000,000 Each 

Because the United States has 
not built a battleship since 1922, 
most of next year’s new ship con¬ 
struction is expected to be concen¬ 
trated on the new sea fortresses 
if they are ordered. 

Officers say they will be of the 
35,000-ton cla.ss, mounting 15—or 
possibly 16-inch guns, and costing 
about $50,000,000 each. As three 
or four years will be required to 
build them, not all the money will 
have to be appropriated at once.

BUENOS AIRES. GPI—A pro¬ 
posal to establi.sh an American 
league of nation.s appeared shelved 
today, at least temporarily, by the 
inter-American peace conference. 

A sub-committee, appointed 
after a bitter ilebate, recommended 
consideration be (ieferred until the 
Pan-American conference in 1938 
at Lima, Peru. 

In order to iron out differences 
over the proposed creation of an 
association of American republics, 
the sub-committee suggested that 
nation.s spon.soring it report their 
view's to the Pan-American union 
to prepare a compilation of opin¬ 
ions for the Lima parley. 

The debate occurred yesterday 
in the committee on peace organi¬ 
zation after another sub-commit¬ 
tee reported favorably on the plan, 
recommended by Colombia and 
the Dominican republic. 

The attack on the American 
league of nations idea w’as led by 
Argentine Foreign Minister Carlos 
Saavedra Lamas, recent winner of 
the Nobel peace prize, and Hilde- 
brando Accioly of Brazil. 


In bitter, scathing terms, su¬ 
perior Judge James L. Allen yes¬ 
terday afternoon denounced a jury 
which found Lee Halliday, 20, of 
Carden Grove, guilty of a criminal 
attack and recommended a county 
jail sentence rather than a pris¬ 
on term. 

“If this had happened other 
place.s, he wouldn’t have lived to 
tell the tale,” Judge Allen de¬ 
clared. “He's lucky he committed 
hi.s crime in Orange county.” 

.Judge Astounded 

Halliday was found guilty of as¬ 
saulting a 17-yoar-old Santa Ana 
girl on the early morning of Nov. 
11 after the pair had drunk three 
pints of wine. 

"I am astounded at the verdict 
you have rendered,” the judge told 
the jury. “I don’t know how a jury 
of your intelligence could have 
rendered such a verdict. 

“Never in my experience on the 
bench have I tried a more dastard¬ 
ly criminal case. 

“The testimony shows she was 
a virtuous girl. The defendant in 
my opinion .set out deliberately to 
ruin this girl. In addition he has 
committed other crimes. 

Chargfs* Perjury 

“He violated the law when he 
got the liquor. He contributed to 
the delinquency of a minor when 
hf gave it to the girl. Both his 
attempted assault and his assault 
are crimes. He came into court 
and perjured himself. 

“As long as she lives the girl 
will never blot out the memory of 
thi.s crime. 

“You may be excused, and I 
hope if you ever try another case 
in this court, you will pay at¬ 
tention to the evidence.” 

Halliday will come before Judge 
Allen at 10 a. m, Monday for sen¬ 
tencing. 


WASHINGTON. (A'r- The state 
department announced today that 
a .shell fired yesterday by a Span¬ 
ish Fascist cruiser into the port 
cf Miisel, Spain, hit the W'ater 500 
yards from the American gunboat 
Erie, which was anchored there at 
the time. 

The gunboat suffered no dam¬ 
age and its commanding officer, 
reporting the incident to Wash¬ 
ington, said there was nothing to 
indicate the Erie w'as the object 
cf the Spanish war.ship’s fire. 

The Erie’s commander advised 
the state departn^ent that the 
cruiser, the Espania, fired two 
shells into the port, from a dis¬ 
tance of about 10,000 yards. The 
first struck not far from the Erie 
and the second whistled overhead 
into the hills behind the harbor. 

Immediately afterward, the Es- 
pania steamed off to the west¬ 
ward. 

The state department said the 
American government contem¬ 
plated no action in the matter. 


WASHINGTON. (A'l -- Meeting 
reporters for the first time since 
his peace-mission visit to South 
America and with the opening 
of congress only three weeks off. 
President Roosevelt said he would 
ask a deficiency appropriation of 
about $500,000,000 to carry on re¬ 
lief for the remainder of the fis¬ 
cal year. 

He will deliver his annual mes¬ 
sage to congress personally, he 
said, whenever it is convenient 
to leaders. The session opens Jan. 5. 

In answer to questions about 
the house majority leadership con¬ 
test. the President said he would 
stick to his established policy and 
take no sides. 

He said he would have no major 
appointments to announce before 
Jan. 1.

ME.XICO CITY. (JP) — Leon 
Trotzky’s plea for asylum opened 
hospitable doors in Mexico today 
for the wandering exile from Sov¬ 
iet Russia who could find no ref¬ 
uge in Europe. 

The former revolutionary leader 
—despite earlier intimations he 
would refuse Mexico’s offer of a 
haven unless he were promised 
full freedom of political activity— 
was e.xpected to sail from Norway 
on the next boat. 

Trotzky, literally a man without 
a country, applied to the Mexican 
minister at Paris, Adalberto Te¬ 
jeda, for permission to reside in 
Mexico, government officials said. 

The ministry of interior, an¬ 
nouncing Trotzky had accepted 
the government’s invitation, said 
immigration authorities were or¬ 
dered to admit him.

Mexican who murdered his young 
bride of three months on May 2 
and rolled her body into Peters 
canyon drainage ditch, will be 
hanged Jan. 22 at San Quentin 
penitentiary. 

Superior Judge James L. Allen 
today pronounced the death .sen¬ 
tence on Valenzuela for the sec¬ 
ond time since a jury found the 
Mexican guilty and sane last 
June 15. 

The first sentence, for hanging 
on Aug. 28, expired while Valen¬ 
zuela's automatic appeal was 
pending before the state supreme 
court.

WASHINGTON. Wl—Amid de- 
jnand.s for economy and admini.s- 
tration budget balancing plans, 
congres.sional committees begin 
this week to review executive esti¬ 
mates of the billions needed to fi¬ 
nance the government for the com¬ 
ing fiscal year. 

Apart from emergency appro¬ 
priations for relief, the men who 
hold the federal purse strings will 
be asked to approve routine gov¬ 
ernmental expenditures which, in¬ 
formed .sources said, may exceed 
.$6,008,000,000. 

Closed Hearings 

Relief appropriations and the 
$2,237,000,000 soldiers' bonus 
shoved authorizations of the last 
session above $10,000,000,000. 

Closed hearings on the budget¬ 
ary demands of independent agen¬ 
cies of the government were called 
today by a house appropriations 
subcommittee headed by Rep. 
Woodrum (D., Va.). Another .sub¬ 
committee will begin hearings to¬ 
morrow on the treasury-postoffice 
department appropriation.s. 

Many temporary agencies will 
be required to appear for the first 
time before Woodrum's subcom¬ 
mittee to justify their proposed 
c.xpenditures for administrative 
purposes. Among them will be the 
Public Works Administration, the 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation, 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor¬ 
poration and the Federal Housing 
Administration. 

Housing T.pgi.slutioii 

In the past, the.se units have 
been given lump sum appropria¬ 
tions with virtually no strings at¬ 
tached. The last congress stipu¬ 
lated they should appear before 
the appropriations committee. 

Committee leaders .said they 
knew ot no unu.sual financial re¬ 
quests during the coming .session 
which would compai'e with the .sol¬ 
diers' bonus. Officials said hous¬ 
ing and farm tenancy legislation, 
howcvri-, might cany authoriza- 
tioirs fo'.' substantial expenditui'es. 

The Wagner-Ellenhogen hous¬ 
ing bill, which passed the senate 
but died in a house committee in 
Ihc last .seassion, would make a 
riiiect appropriation of $1,000,000 
and authorize is.s’.rance of bonds 
up to $1,000,000,000.

HENDAYE, France. (iP)—Un¬ 
censored reports from war-town 
Madrid quoted reliable sources to¬ 
day as having said the Madrid 
government is convinced that only 
with definite foreign aid can it de¬ 
feat the Spanish Fascists. 

Recognition of Gen. Francisco 
Franco’s insurgent regime by 
Italy and Germany struck a death 
blow at the Madrid cause, its 
leaders felt, just at a time when 
the city’s unexpected defenses 
seemed to be turning the tide of 
battle in its favor. 

Most of the informed leaders in 
Madrid, the uncensored reports 
said, feel that Russia, acting 
alone, cannot carry the role of Ma¬ 
drid’s savior any longer. 

The wariness of France in not 
becoming involved is one of the 
major disappointments to the 
workers’ class which, from the 
beginning of the war, believed it 
could depend upon the French 
proletariat for aid.

How to wrap and a d d r e s !3 
I Christmas packages to assure 
prompt delivery and guard against 
damage was outlined today by 
Postmaster Frank R Harwood. 

Ail packages, he said, should be 
wrapped in a strong paper and 
tied with stout cord or otherwise 
sealed in a secure manner. Tissue 
and fancy wrappings should be 
avoided. 

Liquor Barred 

Liquor and inflammable mate¬ 
rial are barred from the mails. 
Perfume or other liquids should 
be enclosed in double containers 
with enough absorbent material to 
soak up all the liquid in case the 
bottle is broken. Fragile articles 
should be packed in excelsior or 
other protective material. 

Pictures may be protected front 
and back with heavy cardboard or 
corrugated paper to avoid bending. 

Special handling stamps, avail¬ 
able from 10 cents up, will speed 
up shipment. 

Greeting Cards 

Although unsealed Christmas 
cards carrying no personal mes¬ 
sage other than "Merry Christ¬ 
mas” or its equivalent may be 
mailed for one and one-half cents, 
they are third class mail and do 
not get directory service or for¬ 
warding in case of wrong address, 
Harwood said.

WASHINGTON. (iP)—A reduc¬ 
tion of 600 workers in the staff 
of 4000 now empioyed in Wash¬ 
ington by the Agricuiturai Ad¬ 
justment administration was dis- 
ciosed yesterday by T. Weed Har¬ 
vey of the AAA administration 
office. 

Harvey said compietion of most 
of the benefit payments and audit¬ 
ing under AAA programs through 
1935 and decentraiization of this 
work to regional headquarters un¬ 
der the 1936 payments permitted 
the reduction. 

He added that after last Jan¬ 
uary’s supreme court decision 
voiding the original AAA 800 per¬ 
sons had been let out.

WASHINGTON. (^T) — A far- 
reaching plan under which busi¬ 
ness men would .act voluntarily to 
raise commercial standards and 
check “unfair” competition was 
under study today by members of 
t'le Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. 

The plan was .suggested in a 
report by a chamber committee, 
being circulated among the cham¬ 
ber's membership. 

The proposed “fair practices" 
rules could be adopted through 
trade conferences held in compe¬ 
tition with the federal tiade com¬ 
mission. 

Rules Approved 

“Many of the competitive meth¬ 
ods which have long been viewed 
with concern by business leaders” 
could be banned, the committee 
indicated. 

Recalling that the trade commis¬ 
sion already has approved rules 
for about 200 industries, the com¬ 
mittees added: 

"Secret rebating and the giving 
of unearned discounts have in this 
manner frequentiy been condemned 
by joint action of business and the 
commission. 

“Fair Competition” 

“Selling below cost and the use 
of loss leaders to injure competi¬ 
tion, e.spionage, false adverti.sing 
end other forms of misrepresenta¬ 
tion, commercial bribery, dispar¬ 
agement of competitors or their 
products—these are hut a few of 
the practices commonly prohibited 
by conference rules." 

The report, on which neither the 
chambei' directors nor membership 
has acted, .said that “in recent 
years there has been increased 
recognition of the fact that com¬ 
petition must be fair if we are to 
have the fullest benefits of the 
competitive system."

"Tlie facts that tu¬ 
berculosis is still the greatest 
cau.se of death between the ages 
of 15 and 45, the most productive 
years of life; that it is the most 
costly disease problem, costing this 
state more than ,$52,000,000 an¬ 
nually; and that more than 85 per 
cent of the population of the 
United States enjoy a more favor¬ 
able tuberculosis death rate than 
do Californians, proves conclusive¬ 
ly that definite programs for the 
control of tuberculosis are greatly 
needed at the pre.sent time. 

Costs .$8’2()0 

"From the dollars-and-cents 
viewpoint alone, the need to con¬ 
tinue cur campaign against tu¬ 
berculosis is readily apparent. Sur¬ 
veys have shown thau the average 
cost of treating a patient with 
minimal tuberculosis is approxi¬ 
mately 53200, while the treatment 
of a patient with moderately ad¬ 
vanced tuberculosis costs $5,500, 
yet at the present time, less than 
17 per cent of the patients admit¬ 
ted to our sanatoria are in the 
minimal stage of the disea.se. 

For each case of tuberculosis 
discovered early through tubercu¬ 
lin test and X-ray surveys and 
brought to treatment in the early 
stages of the disease, a saving of 
at least $1300 is made. 

.Saving i-ossible 

"Becau.se of the long period of 
treatment neces.sary for the care 
of tuberculosis, few individuals are 
aide to p.ay for the cost of their 
trealment, 86 per cent of all pa¬ 
tients are tieated free of charge, 
at the cost to the taxpayer. 

It is readily seen that the sav¬ 
ing of $1300 on each case brought 
to treatment in the early st.ages of 
the di.sea.se represents a tremen¬ 
dous po.ssible saving to the com¬ 
munity. This saving can be ef- 
feeted only if tuberculosis control 
programs designed for the discov¬ 
ery of cases in the early stages, 
such as the programs condueted 
by the tuberculosis as.sociations, 
aie carried on in every community 
in California.

Some crops in 
the near future are likely to run 
considerably over 20,000,000 
pounds as more trees come into 
bearing and as the bearing trees 
approach an age of higher yield. 

Barring unfavorable weather 
conditions, production in Florida 
may be expected to increase like¬ 
wise. Imports from Cuba come in 
free of duty during the months 
of June through September, and 
considerable competition may be 
expected from this .source. 

Plantings Decline 
California’s bearing acreage has 
risen from a bare 690 in 1927 to 
10,470 in 1936, with a potential 
acreage of 14,000 in sight. How¬ 
ever, new plantings have declined 
during the last three years, so the 
annual increa.se in volume after 
1940 may be retarded somewhat. 

Vigorous advertising and mar¬ 
keting policies have inci'eascd the 
consumption of avocados during 
recent years, but the industry now 
faces the necessity of marketing 
even larger quantities in the near 
future

"Here comes holly, that is so gent’. 
To please all men is his intent.” 

To us. Christmas greens seem in- 
dispensabie, but the custom is in 
no way new. In King Solomon’s 
time, greens were used in religious 
festivities. Even the early pagans 
worshiped the evergreen for the 
maintenance of life through the 
winter. 

Tne u.se of holly was carried 
over into the Christian celebia- 
tion of Christmas from an old Ro¬ 
man custom of using holly at the 
feast of Saturnalia, which oc¬ 
curred about the same season of 
the yeai'. The Christians used the 
wreath to symbolize the crown of 
thorns. The red berries repre¬ 
sented the drops of blood, and the 
endless circle of the wreath meant 
eternity. 

An early legend which brought 
the use of mistletoe into our 
Christmas ceremony was that the 
holy cross was made from the 
wood of the mistletoe which until 
that time was a noble tree. Be¬ 
cause of the cruel use to which it 
was put, it was doomed, to become 
a parasite, living on the sap of 
other trees. 

The "under the mistletoe kiss" 
was derived from the dedication to 
the northern goddess of love. 

The use of poinsettias as a 
Christmas flower was not intro¬ 
duced until after the discovery ol 
America, as this flower is a na¬ 
tive of Mexico. It was brought 
here by Dr. J. R. Poinsett, the 
American enjoy to Mexico in the 
eighteen-thii-ties. 

Christmas Greenery and Berries 

There are a great many red- 
berried plants to choo.se from, but 
the standard is still the Engli.sh 
holly. Ilex Aquifolium. It is a 
little too warm in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia for the best results with 
the standard plant, but the Chi¬ 
nese holly. Ilex cornuta, does well 
here. 

The leaves ate quite similar to 
its English cousin, but the berries 
do not ripen until after Christmas. 

There ate many other red ber 
rrtis, however, to use with the 
Chinese holly foliage. Our own 
California holly, Photinea arbuti- 
foiia. is at its best between 
Thanksgiving and Cliristnras, anc. 
is popular as a Christmas berry. 
Pyrocantha fotmosana is brilliarii. 
red, and makes an ideal Yuletidc 
decoration. The cotoneasteis arc 
another group of fall berrier 
plants, the best being a recent 
introduction from China, the co- 
toneaster parne.yi. 

Mistletoe is a parasitic growth 
that develops on certain host 
plants, siich as the cottonwood, 
apple, and oak trees. In .some 
parts of the country, the farmers 
inoculate their cottonwood trees 
with Che juice of the mistletoe to 
supply the Christmas trade.

Open house is the watchword 
during this season of the year. 
Impromptu meals and formal en¬ 
tertaining are at the i>eak, and 
the hostess is kept busy meeting 
the demands of both. For large 
gatherings, cake may be the sim¬ 
plest and most suecessful sweet 
to serve. On the other hand, a 
small, intimate dinner may be 
most appropriately served with a 
gloriously rich and fragrant 
steamed pudding. 

For those of you who wdsh to 
serve a larger number of people 
from one cake, the following sug¬ 
gestions for cutting them will be 
very helpful. 

If you are cutting a round cake 
in small pieces to serve a number 
of guests, you can get about three 
times as many slices by first cut¬ 
ting an Inside circle, with a sharp 
knife, half-way between the cen¬ 
ter of the cake and the outside 
edge. Then 24 slices can be cut 
from the outside circle of cake, 
and 12 pie-shape pieces from the 
Inside from a nine-inch cake. 

A triangle cut is one of the 
prettiest ways to slice a square 
cake. First cut the cake in 16 
equal squares. Then divide each 
square into triangular pieces and 
serve. 

To cut a rectangular cake, dia¬ 
mond fashion, divide it lengthwise 
Into four equal strips, then start¬ 
ing at one comer, cut through the 
strips on the diagonal. 

Tips on Puddings 

And for those of you who serve 
puddings there are some last-min¬ 
ute tips. 

In making steamed puddings, al¬ 
ways grease the molds heavily 
with butter or a neutral flavored 
shortening so that the pudding 
will come out easily. 

Fluted molds should be lined 
with a thin wax paper to preserve 
the exact outline of the mold. A 
very Important thing is to be sure 
that the molds have tight-fitting 
lids, because any steam coming in 
direct contact with the pudding 
will make it soggy on top. When 
individual molds are used, cover 
them tightly with two thicknesses 
of heavy wax paper and hold it in 
place with rubber bands. Don’t 
fil> the molds more than half full, 
otherwise the pudding will pu.sh 
the cover off as it expands. When 
the pudding is not to be served 
immediately, be sure to take the 
cover off and cool thoroughly be¬ 
fore storing it. 

To make the outside of plum 
puddings glisten attractively when 
they’re done, just give the greased

molds a dusting of granulated 
sugar before you pour in the bat¬ 
ter. 

If you haven't a steamer, you 
can easily make one by placing a 
cake rack in the bottom of a large 
kettle having a tight cover. The 
mold can then be placed on this 
rack. 

Pudding Sauces i 

A steamed pudding is always 
accompanied by some sort of 
sauce. 

1. Hard sauce, the traditional 

plum pudding sauce, is made with 
sugar—cither powdered or granu¬ 
lated—creamed with butter. Va¬ 
nilla flavoring is often used, , 
though wine, brandy or rum flav¬ 
orings are sometimes preferred. 
Often the sauce is thinned with 
cream or milk to a “mashed po¬ 
tato” consistency. | 

2. Fruit sauces usually consist i 

of a hot syrup thickened slightly ; 
with flour or cornstarch, and com- ’ 
bined with pureed fruit. j 

3. Egg sauces are always basic- i 
ally a thickened sugar syrup, to 
which either whole egg or white i 
alone is added. When making ; 
foamy sauce, the egg white is 
stiffly beaten and folded in last. 

4. The whipped cream sauces 
are usually a combination of , 
whipped cream wdth fruit sauce or | 
egg sauce. These are naturally 1 
rich, and should only be used on 
plain puddings.

Heart Like 
Automobile 

By CLAUD N. CHBISMAN, H. D. 

Few of us understand just what 
the heart has to do in order to 
maintain life and maintain it ef¬ 
ficiently. We have an idea that the 
heart baa always kept us going 
and it will continue to do so. We 
take much better care of our auto¬ 
mobiles and our radios than we do 
of our hearts. 

Yet the heart is a machine, an 
engine whose parts must be ad¬ 
justed perfectly if it is to run 
without friction. Its movements 
must not be obstructed in any way 
if we want to see a perfect per¬ 
formance in its behavior. 

When we drive our cars we have 
our ears tuned to hear the slight¬ 
est irregularity in the sound of the 
machinery. Is there a valve miss¬ 
ing? We must take it in to the 
garage at once. Well, the heart has 
valves, too, four of them, which 
operate to supply a full amount of 
blood to the four rooms or apart¬ 
ments of the organ itself. These 
apartments are alternately filled 
and emptied, filled and emptied, 
as long as life lasts. 

How quietly, how effectively all 
depends on the condition the en¬ 
gine is in. But that isn’t ail, for 
this blood must be carried or 
forced to the farthest tip of every 
finger and toe, besides penetrating 
to every cell of every organ in the 
body. 

In these four compartments of 
the heart, the professional ear can 
distinguish certain normal sounds 
as the blood makes its normal 
round. The sounds differ some¬ 
what at the top and at the bottom 
of the organ and on the sides. The 
muscles of the valves behave very 
much like the drawstrings of cur¬ 
tains—they must synchronize per¬ 
fectly if they are going to function 
perfectly. 

Whenever the ebb or flow of the 
blood supply shows irregularity of 
any sort in either amount or sound 
we say there is "insufficiency’’; 
there will be some leaking or rip¬ 
pling back in the blood stream. As 
the blood flows over the edges of 
these valves, it may leave a de¬ 
posit of some sort Just as any 
stream might do. Or the edges 
may become slightly rough and 
fail to close promptly or entirely. 
’This hinders the flow and we have 
a ‘‘stenosis.’’ 

In any case we shall find a 
slight difference in sound and this 
we call a "morbid" sound. 'That 
merely means it is not normal. To 
support this work of the heart in 
promoting a perfect blood supply, 
we must have an organized mus¬ 
cular activity that is no less than 
marvelous. ’Then when all is said, 
we still have the nervous systern 
to keep in harmony because its 
stimulus determines whether the 
heart’s behavior is to be smooth 
and poised or quickened beyond 
normal.

AS SOLONS. 
GATHER 

Controversial Measures 
Prominent in Program 
For 1937 Congress 

By DOUGLAS B. CORNELL 

WASHINGTON. tflP)—An abun¬ 
dance of opportunities for conflict 
and turmoil in the forthcoming 
ses.sion of congress was foreseen 
today by some members who have 
been surveying legislative pros¬ 
pects. 

They pointed to such far-reach¬ 
ing measures as the Frazier- 
Lemke bill to refinance farm in¬ 
debtedness with $3,000,000,000 of 
the new money, the Black-Con- 
nery 30-hour work week bill, and 
a bill to divorce manufacturing 
and retailing contemplated by Rep. 
Patman (D., Texas). 

There also is much talk of 
amending the constitution to give 
congre.S3 specific power to enact 
legislation of a social character. 

Chamber in Fight 

The question of a new appro¬ 
priation for relief appeared likely 
to be an early trouble maker. 
Some house and senate members 
believe it should be held to a mini¬ 
mum; others want a sizeable sum. 
Rep. Dunn (D.. Pa.) may put in 
another $10,000,000,000 works-re¬ 
lief bill. 

On the outside, divergent views 
have been brought forward by 
such organizations as the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States 
and the American Federation of 
Labor. 

The Chamber of Commerce has 
forecast that widespread absorp¬ 
tion of jobless in private industry 
wouid result from continued re¬ 
covery and has demanded that 
federal relief be terminated by 
' gradual steps." 

Other Measures 

The labor federation’s executive 
council has suggested another 
work relief appropriation imme¬ 
diately after congress meets. The 
federation also endor.sed the 30- 
hour week bill without qualifica¬ 
tion. 

Among the mea.sures li.stcd by 
the chamber as likely to receive 
attention in the approaching ses¬ 
sion any of which might be load¬ 
ed with dynamite to shatter a 
tranquil congress - were crop in¬ 
surance, farm tenancy, low cost 
housing, aid for consumer co¬ 
operatives, food and drug regula¬ 
tion, and extension of the holding 
company act. 

Congress also appears certain 
to tackle neutrality modification 
of the Tennessee Valley Authority 
act. and legislation to continue the 
t rea.siiry'.s stabilization fund and 
the President's authority to re¬ 
value the dollar. 

Social Security 

Revision of the tax designed to 
encourage di.stribution of corpora¬ 
tion profits is being considered in 
some quarters on Capitol Hill, 
with a view to providing special 
treatment for firms desiring to 
build up reserves for plant expan¬ 
sion or to pay indcbtedne.s.s. 

The chamber's finance commit¬ 
tee, however, ha.s attacked the en¬ 
tire tax as wrong in principle. 

The labor federation is backing 
the O'Mahone bill to compel all 
corporations doing interstate busi¬ 
ness to obtain federal licenses and 
conform to government fixed 
wage and hour standards. It is 
.seeking drastic changes in the so¬ 
cial .security act to provide greater 
benefits for more workers.

WILMINGTON. N. C. (JB- 
Solicitor John J. Burney said today 
he was investigating what he 
termed “the attempted poi.soning 
of Mrs. Bertha Stuart, mother of 
the woman who was arrested with 
E. L. Smoak Sunday night when 
both were charged with murder¬ 
ing Smoak’s 15-year-old daughter. 

Wmey said the aged woman, 
mother of Mrs. Genette Harker 
who had lived in Smoak’s home 
since the death of his second wife 
in 1935, was taken to James Wal¬ 
ker Memorial hospital here last 
Sept. 10 in convulsions. He added 
tliat hospital records showed she 
was treated for the same kind of 
poisoning to which Dr. Haywood 
Tayior, toxicologist for Duke hos¬ 
pital at Durham, attributed the 
death of Annie Thelma Smoak on 
Dec. 1. 

Burney asserted that Smoak 
took out an insurance policy on 
Mrs. Stuart for $500 in November, 
1935, without her knowledgee.

Liquor Revenues Hit New 
High Since Repeal 


WASHINGTON. OD—Lines are 
being: drawn for a fight in con¬ 
gress for funds to continue the 
reclamation bureau’s 5600,000,000 
progT’am in the arid West. 

Informed sources at the capital 
said today congress would be re- 
requested to appropriate upwards 
of 540,000,000, including funds for 
the two most controversial proj¬ 
ects in the program—Grand Cou¬ 
lee dam on the Columbia river and 
California’s $170,000,000 Central 
Valleys project. 

Budget Paved 

The reclamation bureau, these 
sources said, wili ask for only 
about $30,000,000, but the amount 
finally appropriated may be nearer 
$50,000,000, should .Washington 
state congressmen succeed in lift¬ 
ing a $63,000,000 limitation on the 
cost of Grand Coulee. 

Because of the limitation, the 
bureau was believed to have sub¬ 
mitted estimates to the budget 
bureau asking appropriation of 
only the balance remaining to be 
expended under the present project 
authorization — estimated at be¬ 
tween $5,000,000 and $8,000,000. 
Authorization of new funds would 
be necessary to extend construc¬ 
tion beyond the foundation stage, 
with $10,000,000 or more sug¬ 
gested as a starter towards a 
high dam. 

Projects Listed 

Approximately $15,000,000 will 
be requested for the Central Val¬ 
leys project, it was said, with les¬ 
ser amounts for these other 
projects: 

Gila Valley and Salt River proj¬ 
ects in Arizona; All-American 
canal in California; Boulder dam; 
Payette division of Boise, Idaho, 
project; Alamogordo dam on 
Carlsbad project in New Mexico; 
Provo River, Utah; Roza division 
of Yakima, Wash., project; Cas- 
per-Alcova and Riverton projects 
and Heart Mountain division of 
Shoshone project in Wyoming, and 
the Deschutes and Owyhee proj¬ 
ects in Oregon. 


WASHINGTON. Clinking 

glasses of post-repeal drinkers, le¬ 
gally filled with tax paid liquor, 
have put $1,400,000,000 into the 
federal purse. 

On the third annniversary of 
repeal, treasury statistics showed 
today the pre-prohibition high in 
liquor revenue already has been 
passed, with a further increase 
anticipated this year. 

Liquor tax receipts last year 
aggregated $505,464,000, a total of 
$94,443,000 more than the prev¬ 
ious year and $22,000,000 above 
the pre-prohibition peak of 1918- 
19. 

Receipts since July 1 total about 
$225,000,000. Revenue for the en¬ 
tire 1936-37 fiscai period is ex¬ 
pected to aggregate $589,200,000. 

In an anniversary statement Ed¬ 
ward D. Dunford, attorney for the 
Anti-Saloon league, charged that 
emphasis has been placed on reve¬ 


nue rather than on "social safe-1 
guards" since repeal. 

"One of the immediate needs,” 
he said, "is a system for collec¬ 
tion of uniform governmental sta¬ 
tistics relating to the effects of | 
liquor, its relation to drink caused , 
crime, accidents, poverty and de-1 
pendence. | 

"Such statistics as are avail¬ 
able show that consumption of' 
alcoholic beverages under the pres¬ 
sure of advertising and sociai | 
convention has increased, while : 
bootlegging is prevalent and crime ! 
increases.” 

J. M. Doran, executive dire’ctor 
of the Distilied Spirits Institute, 
Inc., said 1,000,000 workers have 
received jobs because of repeal, 
that racketeering has been vir¬ 
tually eliminated, and that per 
capita consumption of liquor has 
decreased from 1.62 gallons in 1917 
to .56 gallons in 1936.

So you have guests for the week¬ 
end! That is the nicest thing about 
owning a house in the country or 
having an apartment with an 
extra bedroom in the city. You 
can play hostess as often as your 
own inclination and your budget 
permit. ■ 

But it requires rather careful 
planning, if you are to have as 
much fun out of it as your guests, 
especially if yours is a modest 
household where you do your own 
cooking or have a part-time maid. 

This is how I solved the prob¬ 
lem; 

Shopping was done on Friday. 
Since there were eif?ht to cook for 
—five grown-ups and three chil¬ 
dren—I bought three frying size 
chickens. These were di.sjointed 
and drumsticks, thighs and 
breasts were used for the casse¬ 
role. These pieces were skinned, 
dipped into seasoned flour and 
fried in a mixture of butter and 
other shortening until golden 
brown. Two cups boiling water 
were then added and a tight fitting 
cover put on the frying pan so the 
chicken could steam until tender. 
The meat was transferred to a 
large casserole and a rich milk 
gravy made from the sauce in the 
pan. I poured the gravy over the 
chicken, covered the casserole and 
.set it aside to cool before placing 
it in the ice-box. 

During the chicken preparations, 
evenly matched sweet potatoes 
were boiling in a saucepan on top 
of the stove. When tender, I 
peeled them and put them through 
the riccr, afterward sca.soning 
them well with butter, salt and a 
dash of pepper. Diced mar.sh- 
mallows and a few broken nut- 
meats gave added flavor with 
enough hot milk to make a fluffy 
mixture. Turning them into a but¬ 
tered casserole, I covered the top 
with split marshmallows. This too 
went into the refrigerator to wait 
for .Sunday dinner. 

The Saturday dinner was simple. 
An hour and a half before dinner 
1 put the potatoes into a moderate 
oven to bake. Cream was whipped 
for garni.shing the dc.ssert. Cans 
of whole-keinel corn were emptied 
into a saucc-pan with a big lump 
of butter, a little milk and .salt 
and pepper to season. I allowed 
half an hour for broiling the H- 
pound .steak to a point of medium 
donencss. While it broiled, the po¬ 
tatoes were scooped from their 
.shells, mashed, sea.soned and 
whipped with butler and milk. 

Sunday dinner proved even more 
Simple to prepare. 1 washed and 
cut the siring beans and put the 
cas.scroles into a hot oven about 
40 minutes before meal time. The 
chicken and sweet potatoes werc- 
improved by the re-heating and 
were served from the casseroles 
at the table. The dc.ssert was a 
canned dale imdding.

Citrus Leader Tells ( 
Outlook as Growers 
Meet in Orange 


ORANGE.—Citrus conditions as 
a whole do not look quite as favor¬ 
able for the year 1937 as they 
were in 1936, it was announced by 
Paul S. Armstrong, general man¬ 
ager of the California Fruit Grow¬ 
ers exchange, at the annual meet¬ 
ing of growers of the Orange 
County Fruit exchange last night 
in the Intermediate school. Or¬ 
ange. 

Armstrong said improved busi¬ 
ness conditions, as observed by 
him on a recent trip East, con¬ 
stitute a favorable factor in mar¬ 
keting the increased citrus crop. 
The increase is estimated at 11 
per cent more than the 1936 crop, 
or 13 per cent more than the past 
five years’ average, he added, m 
oranges alone. 

PajTTients to Labor 

Lemons and Valencia oranges i 
are in a more favorable situation,! 
but the 10 per cen^ Increase in 
Valencia production for 1937 was 
noted, and a slight increase in 
lemon production, readily absorbed 
by the market. 

Releasing figures for the first 
time as to the amount of the re¬ 
turns that actually goes to labor, 
the speaker said the industry fur- 
ni.shes directly the livelihood for 
about 200,000 people in this state, 
the growers and their families be¬ 
ing less than half of this total. Of 
the $150,000,000 for which the last 
crop was marketed, he added, 
wages for labor amounted to $30,- 
000,000, $18,000,000 to grove labor 
and $12,000,000 to packing-house 
labor. 

Of the total received, $40,000,- 
000 went for freight and refrigera¬ 
tion, over half of which is said to 
go directly to railroad labor, as 
wages. Marketing expense, in¬ 
cluding advertising, took about 
$5,000,000, he said. Orchard sup¬ 
plies took another $18,000,000, and 
packing-house materials, chiefly 
boxes and wraps, $10,000,000 more. 
These supplies come from numer¬ 
ous industries which employ labor. 

Out of the 50 million dollars left 
for the growers, they must meet 
interest charges on capital in¬ 
vested, much of which is bor¬ 
rowed, depreciation on trees, and 
margin of profit, or reserve. In¬ 
terest accounts for about 25 mil¬ 
lion on California groves, Arm¬ 
strong said, and depreciation, at 
3 per cent, another four million. 

Brighter Outlook 

In reviewing the close of the 
season just ended, he gave some 
comparative figures showing that 
prices are on an uptrend, and pro¬ 
vide a brighter outlook for the in¬ 
dustry. 

Discussing canned juice, Arm¬ 
strong said the industry is still 
divided as to whether it is a men¬ 
ace or an opportunity. The 
speaker was inclined to view it as 
an opportunity, suggesting its 
value as a plus market for fruit 
will outweigh its harm as a sub¬ 
stitute for fresh orange juice.

A Legalized Lucrative Racket 

G ambling in California last year earned for one man, 
by his own admission, the astounding total of some 
$280,000. He is Dr. Charles Strub, generalissimo of the 
expansive Santa Anita race track. 

And the irony of it is that^ he earned it legally, 
because the people of California a few years ago voted to 
permit pari-mutuel betting at race tracks. 

Dr. Strub, testifying this week at a legislative com¬ 
mittee hearing in Los Angeles, segregated his “take” in 
the race track gambling plant as follows: $12,000 in 
salary for his position as vice president; $99,000 as his 
cut in the net earnings of the track and betting machines, 
representing 10 per cent, and the remainder as dividends 
on his stock in the corporation. 

Now Dr. Strub, with the apparent aid of at least one 
member of the state racing commission, is fighting with 
every weapon at his command to prevent establishment 
of a second race track in Southern California. 

The good doctor knows a monopoly when he sees one, 
and he doesn’t want anyone else to have the opportunity 
of cashing in on a highly lucrative racket that exists so 
profitably just because there are so many suckers, willing 
to wager their hard-earned dollars that their favorite 
horses will lead the field over the finish line. 

And outside the gates of Santa Anita there are sev¬ 
eral hundred bookmakers handling $100,000,000 a year in 
race bets, according to testimony at the hearing. But 
they are doing it illegally because the voters of California 
decided to sanction gambling establishments only at race 
tracks. 

Such discrimination in the law means that, while Dr. 
Strub and his associates operate a gambling racket under 
protection of the state, for which the state exacts in 
return an annual tribute of a million dollars, corruption 
flourishes in many cities and counties in the form of pay¬ 
offs to officials by bookmakers operating outside the law, 
and more honest municipal and county authorities are 
charging up a huge bill to the taxpayers for staging 
raids and conducting prosecutions of persons violating 
the anti-gambling laws. 

The entire situation stinks. Do the people have an 
answer? We wonder.

A gain we are beset with the 
slogan, “Do your Christmas 
shopping early;” The horrors of 
last minute buying are spread be¬ 
fore us. The pitiable state of’ 
toiling shop girls, of stooped mail 
carriers, of all tho.se who serve 
the thoughtless public is pointed 
out in poignant fashion. But it is 
doubtful if such appeals have any 
appreciable effect. The last-min¬ 
ute shopping crowd gets denser 
year by year. Christmas kindli¬ 
ness and thoughtfulness fritter 
away in the mad scramble for 
ba.sement bargains. The set lines 
in buyers’ faces get grimer and 
more set, which commercialized 
f:hristmas runs deeper and deeper 
into the mire of mammon. 


’Tis a bit curious that the big¬ 
gest shopping sea.sons in the year 
center around church festivals. 
Christmas and Easter, commem¬ 
orating the Christ child and the 
regnant Lord, heralding a new 
year and a new bursting into life, 
Iiave been thoroughly annexed by 
business brains. They reap the 
benefits and all too often with 
never a word or gesture of grati¬ 
tude. They have capitalized on 
the fine spirit of giving which 
throbs in every heart, ignoring 
the source of all the motive power 
behind such giving. Certain types 
cf busine.ss utterly foreign to the 
Christian impulse are most eager, 
seemingly, to dress themselves up 
in Chiistmas regalia, and wrangle 
the dollars from the Christmas 
crowds. 


1 Christmas Kush? | 

The Christian enterprise is al¬ 
ways a struggle against dire nec- 
e.ssily. Churches everywhere are 
hard pressed for money to keep 
tlieir work agoing. Where dollars 
clink acro.ss cocktail bars, squeez¬ 
ed pennies and di.s,tortcd nickels 
fall hesitatingly into church col¬ 
lection plates. In no sense could 
the vast bulk of Christmas busi¬ 
ness ri.se to such stupendous 
heights without the unremitting 
efforts of the Christian agencies 
throughout the year. A tax of 
even r> per cent on Christmas busi¬ 
ness might well be returned to the 
churches to help them in their 
financial distress. A moiety of 
fairness could not do le.s.s.
